The term “ public hea lth nursing” 
is very broa u a nd comprehensive in 
its meuning a nd includes within its 
scope the ca re of the sick in order 
tha t they ma y recover from 
their, 
sickness, or a t lea st be ma de 
more 
comforta ble if 
recovery 
is impos­ 
sible; the prevention of sickness 
in 
those who a re well who might be­ 
come sick either by their conta ct or 
a ssocia tion with those who a re sick, 
or by a dverse conditions of living. 
Ea ch individua l must be considered 
a s a member of society. 
If 
one 
member suffers, society is so much 
the worse off. 
From this it is ev­ 
ident tha t the work of the public 
hea lth nurse is both pra ctica l a nd 
educa tiona l, 
it includes both nurs­ 
ing a nd socia l service, cure a nd pre­ 
vention of 
distress. 
The 
nurse 
seeks to urge upon the city a nd the 
sta te the rea liza tion of the common 
responsibility 
for the 
environment 
a nd hea lth of their citizens. 
While 
a la rge pa rt of public hea lth nursing 
is done a mong the 
poor, 
it is no 
more a cha rity tha n a re the public 
schools. 
The work is for the good 
of the whole community. 


It ha s been estima ted tha t 91) per 
cent, of sick 
people 
a re 
sick 
a t 
home a nd the visiting nurse a ssoc­ 
ia tions, 
ha ve identified 
their 
ser­ 
vices with a ll cla sses of people who 
a re sick a t home, with the excep­ 
tion of those whose incomes 
a re 
sufficient to ena ble them to enga ge 
the services of a priva te nurse. 
As 
proba bly 20 per cent, of the people 
of the United Sta tes ha ve incomes 
of not more tha n $1000 a ye^r, there 
is left a la rge cla ss of self respect-, 
ing people who a re not willing to be 
cla ssed with those entirely depend­ 
ent upon cha rity, but whose incomes 
do not permit the enga gement of 
a 
priva te nurse nor the pa yment of the 
full cost of a bed in a hospita l; but 
they a re not willing to a ccept a s­ 
sista nce, ma teria l or medica l, a s 
a 
gra tuity. 


“ The public 'hea lth 
nurse is a 
product of evolution.

veloped from the old fa shioned dis­ 
trict or visiting nurse who visits 
a nd nurses the sick poor pa tien: in 
his home.

There 
a re specia l nurses 
who 
devote their entire time to the pro­ 
blems 
connected with 
the physica l 
a nd mora l growth of the school chil­ 
dren. 
The school nurse is the na ­ 
tura l result of medica l inspection in 
the public schools.

City, in 19 03, before there were a ny 
sdhool nurses, of a ll the written in­ 
structions sent to the homes by 
the 
medica l inspectors only 6 per cent, 
were ca rried into effect, while

per cent,

der the dirction of nurses who 
in­ 
terpreted the inspectors’ directions 
to the mothers a nd ta ught tha ni to 
give the trea tm ents.”

If we want proof of the ability of 
state or priv ate institutions to train 
officers for the United States army 
we can find it in most conv incing 
form in the records o f Norwich Uni­ 
v ersity in the North and the \ irgin- 
iu Military Institute in the 
South. 
Norwich Univ ersity 
furnished 
the 
Northern Army in 
the 
Civ il 
War 
with 
forty-two 
generals, 
ninety- 
eight colonels, and two hundred and 
eighty-three 
commissioned 
officers 
of lower grades. 
The Virginia Mili­ 
tary Institute 
contributed 
to 
the 
Confederate cause 
elev en 
hundred 
commissioned officers, although the 
institution hud but twelv e hundred 
matriculates up to J une, 1801. 
It 
may be v ery 
truly 
said, 
howev er, 
that the modern officer must be a 
much more highly trained man. 
in answer, more recent 
ev idence 
of the effectiv eness of the training 
afforded in such institutions meas­ 
ured by modern 
standards 
is 
at 
hand. 
The Virginia Military Insti­ 
tute and other 
similar 
institutions 
are giv ing training that satir-dies the 
present regular army requirements. 
•Sev en hundred -and eighty-one grad­ 
uates of these institutions hav e re­ 
ceiv ed commissions in 
the 
regular 
army. 
Reports of inspectors 
from 
the 
General Staff of the United States 
Army who hav e officially 
inspected 
these 
institutions 
will also 
bear 
testimony to 
the 
effectiv eness 
of 
their work. 
1 quote the 
iollowing 
from reports of inspections of 
the 
Culv er Military Academy: 
“ The students who are graduated 
from this school cannot ia il to carr} 
with them a clear, activ e and culti­ 
v ated mind, a healthy body, and a 
sufficient knowledge of the duties of 
the soldier to enable them to per­ 
form the duties of a lieutenant of 
v olunteers. 
“ The cadets 
of 
this 
institution 
would compare most fav orably with 
the cadets at the United States Mili­ 
tary Academy. 
“ The discipline 
and tone of this 
institution are superb, and the mili­ 
tary instruction is 
most 
thorough 
and comprehensiv e. 
“ The field of work is v ery 
thor­ 
ough. 
“ The training is as near perfec­ 
tion as it can well be wade.” 
More could scarcely be 
said 
of 
institutions 
especially created 
by 
the gov ernment for such work where 
the students 
of each student eqsts 
the gov ernment hundreds of dollars 
per capita instead of a few dollars 
for each student 
undergoing 
the 
training. 
The institutions that hav e been 
referred to specifically are of course 
strictly military schools, in which 
the Cadet liv es the life of the sol­ 
dier and is under discipline twenty- 
four hours out of the twenty-four. 
Naturally, ,so high a degree of effi­ 
ciency in training cannot be attained 
in non-military colleges 
in 
which 
military training and 
discipline 
necessarily limited to certain hours 
of the day. 
But 
by 
standardizing 
the military courses in the colleges 
as suggested and by 
supplementing 
them with periods of intensiv e train 
ing in summer camps, good 
results 
can be obtained. 
England has tried the reserv e of­ 
ficer’s 
training corps in its colleges 
and the output has prov ed its v alue 
in war. 
The only trouble has been 
that an insufficient number wer* so 
trained. 
With the large college en­ 
rollment in this country, amounting 
to a hundred and sev enty thousand 


men, there should be no difficulty on 
this score. 
In Indiana we 
hav e 
the 
Culv er 
Military 
Academy, 
an 
essentially 
military school, Purdue 
Univ ersity 
one of the Lund Grant colleges re 
quired by law to giv e miltiary train 
ing, the univ ersity of Indiana, whio 
now has under consideration the es 
tablishment of a 
military 
course 
and Wabash whose 
trustees 
prob 
ably 
will soon v ote 
to giv e 
such 
training in the future. 
If these eol 
leges 
and 
others 
throughout 
the 
country succeed in giv ing 
military 
training in a thorough and compre­ 
hensiv e fashion they will not only 
afford theiT students preparation for 
serv ice in defense of their country 
but also for more useful and effec­ 
tiv e citizenship. 
For as 
professor 
Orton of Ohio State Univ ersity has 
said, military training may be made 
“ one of the most effectiv e tools in 
our educational kit.”

of military training for college boys 
lias become a live issue in Indiana. 
The United Press asked Col. L. R. 
Gignilliat, superintendent of Culver 
Military Academy for an expression 
of views. 
Our lawmakers will be guilty of a 
erious blunder if they overlook the 
schools and colleges in their 
pre­ 
paredness plan, according 
to 
Col. 
Gignilliat, who prepared 
the 
fol- 
owing article for the United Press.

(Supt. Culver Military Academy.) 


If our lawmakers 
overlook 
the 
schools and colleges in their plans 
for preparedness they will be guilty 
of a serious blunder. A standaidiz- 
ed course of military training in our 
best military schools, in our Land 
Grant Colleges, and in 
such 
non- 
military, colleges 
as 
undertake 
to 
give military courses should result 
in giving the trained reserve officers 
it would need in such large numbers 
were the country plunged into war. 
West Point graduated last year 
only one 
hundred 
and 
sixty-four 
men, barely enough officers for our 
small regular army. 
The graduates 
of the essentially military 
seliools 
numbered nine hundred and twenty. 
The colleges graduated 
thirty*four 
thousand men. 
If 
we can 
utilize 
not only the graduates of our best 
military schools 
but 
also 
induce 
even fifty per cent of the 
college 
men to 
undergo 
a 
standardized 
course in military 
instruction, 
we 
will very shortly have an abundant 
supply of trained reserve officers. 
We would need forty 
thousand 
of 
them for each million men. 
These 
officers could be produced at a very 
small cost to the government. 
Last 
year the nine thousand cadets in our 
strictly military schools paid a to­ 
tal of lliree million and nine hun­ 
dred thousand dollars for the privi­ 
lege of undergoing military training. 
The cost of 
the government 
was 
$3.93 for each cadet so trained. In 
other words, the only cost 
to 
the 
government was the salaries of the 
officers-outlie army^at. these insti­ 
tutions as instructo rs. Nev ertheless 
a bill is no w .before co ng ress to ap­ 
propriate millions of do lla rs for'ifie 
crea tio n 
a nd' 
ma uta ma uce of 


schools especially for training 
re­ 
serve officers. 
This bill overlooks the fact that 
there is already in existence 
for 
this purpose machinery that can be 
co-ordinated and put into operation 
at a mere fraction of the cost 
of 
creating entirely new* agencies. Fur 
therinore, the national 
government 
i> already paying millions of dollars 
to the Land Grant colleges under 
law which requires military train­ 
ing in these institutions. 
It is true 
that the training in many of these 
Land Grant schools has been of lit- 
tle.4 jinilitary value in the past, but 
their defects can be remedied: 
First, by requiring of all such 
colleges a standard course 
as 
re­ 
gards subject matter and time devo­ 
ted to military 
training, 
and 
by 
withholding all government aid from 
any institution that fails to keep its 
military course up to the prescribed 
standard. 
This has not been done 
in the past. 
Second, by guaranteeing to those 
who1 satisfactorily 
complete 
such 
military courses a reserve officer’s 
commission. 
In the pa*t the gradu­ 
ates of such institutions liavj had 
no assurance that they would have 
any more <<iiance of receiving com­ 
mission than wholly untrained civil­ 
ians with merely a military ambition 
and a political pull. 
Third, by detailing more officers 
/or school and college duty. At the 
Urt*$Tprsity 
of Illinois 
last 
year 
there were over two thousand stu­ 
dents 
in the 
military 
department 
with only one professor of military 
science to teach them all. 
By overcoming these defects 
in 
the present law, units of a reserve 
officer’s training corps can be ef­ 
fectively 
maintained 
in both 
our 
high grade military schools and in 
many of the colleges. 
These insti­ 
tutions offer ready at baud natural 
leaders and the best material intel­ 
lectually that our country 
affords. 
The cadet 
companies 
attached to 
regiments 
of the 
regular 
service 
which have also been suggested as a 
means of training reserve officers, 
which attract no such material cith­ 
er in quality or quantity, while the 
especially created 
schools 
already 
mentioned would be far more costly 
and would require years before they 
could build up the traditions essen­ 
tial to the highest type of results in 
any educational institutions.

Secretary L. W. Henicy Comments 


on Fact Circulars Did Not

:. Indianapolis, Ind., Mar. 13,—The

In some cases -the 
father is dead but the mother still 
lives. 


•Little Tommy Hadley, aged six, is 


a notable example. His father was 
a private in the South Lancashire 
regiment and he was killed early in 
the war. iSince that time Tommy's 
mother has been ill, so the Child- 
ren's Aid Society sent 
Tommy 
to 


Wokingham. 'He has a foster moth- 
er who clothes him and gets him 
ready to go to school ever^r morn- 
ing. 
One of the older girl, orphans 


calls for Tommy and other boy and 
girl orphans. By the time she ar- 
rives at the convent she has a happy 
string of charges ready for the day's 
lessons. 


Many of 
Wokingham's orphans 


whose fathers and mothers are both 
gone are permanently installed in 
Wokingham 
homes.

Some of the children are 
only motherless. The father is still 
fighting somewhere in the' war. -If 
he comes back, which perhaps he 
will not, the cTiild may leave Wok- 
ingham.
